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D EEP interest and deep anguish go into the plan¬ 
ning of a house. For most people a house 
represents the greatest single investment they 
will ever make; so they usually take infinite care in 
planning what they want—and more often than not, 
make mistakes which they regret while ever they 
live in the house. 

These mistakes are not necessarily constructional, 
for an architect takes care of this, but they Qr e 
more likely to be connected with the living con¬ 
venience and association of family interest which 
they want to enjoy. 

So the interest in planning the exciting new house 
always has the underlying anguish of the thought: 
"Have we really thought of everything?" 

There's no greater adventure than planning a house. 
For years you will have talked about it, and one day 
the time comes to start the great adventure. 

You have a pretty clear picture of what you want 
—a living-room of a certain size, the music and book 
corner around the fireplace, a kitchen that's just 
right, the terrace for outdoor living, and the land¬ 
scaping of the block to make the perfect setting. 
There's a logical way of starting. 

Make a rough room plan, locating the features 
you want, after poring over the clippings from the 
magazines and tne ideas you've been keeping for 
years. 

Then go and see an architect. Building a house 
without an architect is like making a suit without a 
tailor—it can be done, but the result leaves a lot to be 
wished for. An architect will save you more money 
on your building than his fees will cost, and you will 
get a better house, and have an expert watching 
your interests while the house is being built. 

This model removed any doubts about how the finished house 
might look. 
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If the roof of the model is mado detachable, furniture 
arrangements and colour schemes can be planned.

The architect will give you what you want. He 
will adapt your rough plan to constructional practice 
to give you the room arrangements you want; he 
will make exciting suggestions which you hadn't 
thought of; he will position the house on your land 
to give it the correct sun aspects and the most 
economical foundation plan to compensate for irre¬ 
gularity, and, above all, he will be sure that your 
house can be built inside your budget, ruthlessly 
eliminating the expensive features that you didn t 
expect to cost so much, but giving you something 
just as good, and cheaper, instead. 

Your architect will do all the planning, call for 
tenders, contact the authorities, and inspect the 
building in course of erection. 

It is certainly false economy to try and avoid usinq 
an architect. 


One way to determine what your house will look 
like is to build a model. Nowadays, most people 
know how to convert measurements to scale. You 
can build a model out of cardboard. With a model 
you can plan furniture and colour arrangements and 
even plan the landscaping. 

This book is intended to be inspirational. There 
are 100 home designs in it with an infinite variety 
of room sizes and arrangements. From them can 
come the ideas and the suggestions from which you 
will assemble your plan. 

There are plans in this book to meet all reasonable 
requirements. Some of the houses can even be built 
by a handyman. All of them were planned by experts.

THE MINIMUM HOME ' 





The definition of a minimum home varies in accord¬ 
ance with the needs of the home seeker. Naturally, 
a couple with a family needs a minimum living area 
larger than a couple without a family. But, probably, 
a basic definition would be a home which provides 
a comfortable, completely equipped starting point 
in family living, in an economical minimum of space. 

The plans in this section start from what could be 
regarded as an irreducible minimum home for two 
people, and progress to a budget-cost house for a 
small family. 

All the plans have been cleverly designed to give 
the maximum in living in a minimum of space. They 
are completely functional, attractive and modern, 
oome. of them are even projects for the handyman 
to build himself! 

Some of the minimum plans would serve admirably 
as holiday houses.

The kitchen 
shows a washing machine, but if a par¬ 
ticular council requires a separate laundry, 
a small alteration of the plan would enable 
an extension of the garage to provide one. 


Particularly in the outer suburbs of the cities and in 
the country, there are a great number of wide blocks with 
shallow depth, or corner blocks, which because of view, 
or some other reason cannot be fully availed of. Here 
problems of privacy and adequate outdoor living space 
occur.

But a good architect can often turn 
apparent disadvantage into advantage, and the house might 
cost less for comparably more accommodation than a similar 
house on a more accessible block.

Houses on two levels to take advantage of the fall of the land 
have become popular.

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FOR A TROPICAL CLIMATE 


Australia has a vast tropical area, but little 
has been done in past years about providing well- 
planned houses for these areas. Generally the 
houses have been adaptations of designs for 
cooler climaTes; or the desire for coolness and 
ventilation has been translated into putting the 
house on high foundations. A few architects have 
pioneered the tropical design and their houses 
in the North are fine examples of comfort and 
suitability to the climate. In this section are 
several "tropical" suggestions.

Open planning characterises 
this design for the areas of 
warmer climate in Australia. 
True, there is a fireplace, which 
may or may not be required 
in these areas, but it is a 
decorative focal point as well 
as a ventilation. The living 
rooms open out freely on to 
terraces and there is an 
abundance of cross ventilation. 
Windows and doors are steel¬ 
framed giving a general light 
feeling to the structure. 
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Another plan with tropical climate treatment, this 
design allows for future extension. Again the entrance 
is a tiled breezeway separating the living and sleeping 
areas. Low pitched, gable roof and large overhanging 
eaves let winter sunshine in and give summer shade to 
the living-room.

A house with an interior paved 
court not only separates living and 
sleeping quarters distinctly and 
effectively but it is an ideal way 
of introducing ventilation to a house 
in a hot climate. Here is a four- 
bedroom house designed for comfort¬ 
able living on a station property or 
in semi-tropical regions.

There are probably more examples of L-shaped 
planning in the houses built since the war than of any 
other design. The reason is not hard to find. There 
is a bigger-than-actual look about an L-shaped house. 
It is simple to isolate 'the bedroom wing from the 
living quarters. The entrance lobby in the central 
position can be convenient to all parts of the house. 
The terrace effect between the arms of the L can 
provide a lot of living protected against the wind. 
The examples in this section make use of the L-plan 
in the most workable forms.
